F ALL THE ANALYSES OF 
the goals and policies of Presi- 
president Johnson in foreign af- 
fairs, none makes more sense than

The president's emphasis, in his 
budget message and other ad- 
dresses, on domestic affairs has 
led to considerable concern that' the 
United States may be starting @ 
withdrawal into the isolation of 
pre-war days. 

Closer study of the president's 
words, however, shows that they 
do not lend themselves to this in- 
terpretation. Rather Mr. Johnson 

_seems determined that his country- 
should rémain, and must_ remain, 
deeply involved in all the affairs of 
the world, but on a quite different 
basis to--that-which.-has been-the- 
pattern for the past 20 years. 

As. Mr. Lippmann pointed out: 
“The role of the United States in 
the world today is to use its power, 
{ts resources, its brains and its ex- 
perience to. see that inevitable 
adjustment in Europe and Asia - 
comes. to pass decently.and hon- 
estly. The time has come to stop 
imagining ourselves. to be. the 
‘leader’ of Europe. The time has 


come to stop beating our, heads 
against stone walls under the {fllu- 
sion that we have been appointed 
policeman to the human race.” 
There has been a change in the 
world in recent years in the rela- 


_jions..of, most countries to one 


another which signals to Mr. Lipp- 
mann that the post-war period is 
at-long last coming to an end. The 
change is most noticeable in Europe 
where accommodations are being 
made that would have seemed im- 
possible five years ago. 

“Tt is a callow kind of jingoism,” 
Mr. Lippmann states, “to talk of 
victory for us and defeat for the 
Soviet Union as it accorhmodates 
itself to the growing. intercourse 
between the.two halves of Europe. 
And it is panic-mongering to flagel- 
late ourselves into paroxysms of 
anguish and shame at the prospect 
of-negotiating settlements which 
end our entanglements in Asia.” 

What is taking place is a cor- 
rection of the great displacement 
of power—Russian power into the 
heartland of Europe and American 
power into the mainland of Asia— 
which resulted during the war. This 
correction is one of great hope for 
world peace to anyone_who_has an. 
eye on the future rather than on 
the past.

‘THE ‘LATEST program to~bring U.S, 

international payments, into better 
balance drives home two over-riding 
realities for Canadians. 

1. It is at-our peril that we continue 
the great selloff and sell-out of Canadian 
_companies, especially manufactumng 
concerns, to American buyers. The pres- 
sure is on to have the Canadian sub- 
sidiaries of U.S. companies hold back on 
expansion, bring more earnings back 
into the U.S:-and, in general, come to 
the aid of the country—and, und 
ably, the country is not Canada. 

2. In the months—or perhaps years— 


ahead business growth and price sta- 
bility in Canada will depend. more and 
more on the wisdem and-imagination of 
government budget-makers in this coun- 
try. Our money manager, by contrast, 
will. be increasingly preoccupied with ex- 
ternal_payments problems, hot with the 
active promotion of domestic growth. 

The current instability in our bond 
markets_and the recent declines in the 
prices of our common stocks provide 
ample evidence of the extreme sensitiv- 
ity of the Canadian economy to U.S. 
moves ‘and policies. Many investors, 
big and small, are obviously deeply ap- 
prehensive about the staying power of 
Canada’s business expansion when thé 
U.S. government attempts to cut back 
LS. investment _in this country. 


Vulnerable 


But the irony, idiocy and sadness of 
the present situation is the fact that-to a 
yery_great—extent:we- have -made-our- 
policies. The torrent of Canadian sell- 
outs, especially in the postwar years, 
_hasincreased. this..country’s-reliance-on 
the U.S. and decreased our freedom. to 
set_our_own-policies-and decide what is 
desirable and suitable for our own 
people. ¢ 

Where. is our independence when the 
U.S. administration can-pressure an “‘in- 
ternational’’ company to expand its plant 
in, for example, Cleveland instead of 
adding to its plant in Toronto? How can 
we claim -to manage our own affairs 
when we are so dependent on regular 
injections.of U. S, money that our mone- 
tary policies. must be directed at pre- 
serving U.S., not Canadian, reserves of 
foreign exchange? 

Can this country’ for much longer pre- 
tepd that loss of economic control is not 
soon followed by loss of political sover- 
eignty? 

The Asnericans recognize that it is in 
their own interest to go easy_on 
Very handsomely, the U.S. administra- 
tion has taken care that Canadians wilt 
not feel the full brunt of its new policies. 
U.S. investors and corporations regularly 
make a huge contributi to Canadian 
growth. 

But the fact remains we live at the 
whim of others. Our nation is rewarded 
for good behavior and punished if it slips 
from the standards set by others. Very

Smaller firms appear to have escaped 
disaster too. The Financial Post, report- 
ing on four different companies, advises 
its readers that one had “sharply higher 
profits’; another “profits up 13 per 
cent’; another ‘earnings up 65 per cent 


over 1963; still another enjoyed a “net 


profit up.52-_per-.cent.”’ 


Persuasive =; 


This is not‘ “demoralization” as the 
public understands that term. The com- 
panies must, indeed, have. been persua- 
sive to convince the government . that 
their industry was prejudiced or injured 
by. a few price reductions in a score of 
Toronto filling stations. 

The Financial Times, another eastern 
newspaper, suggests that the govern- 
ment may have had some reason to fear 
that, if the offending importer was not 
dealt with in surgmary fashion, the oil 
companies might decline to participate 
further in the national oit policy. But this 
is also puzzling; why should they aban- 
don a_policy-from which they appear to 
be reaping such gteat rewards?
